WASHINGTON — The nation’s 
highest civilian award—the Medal 
of Freedom — was bestowed by | 
President Eisenhower Wednesday 
on his friend and confidante John 
Foster Dulles. 


The medal was delivered to Mrs. 
Dulles at Walter Reed Army Medi- | 
cal Center by the President’s son, 
Maj. John Eisenhower, assistant 
staff secretary at the White House. | 
Because of the critical condition 
of the former Secretary of State 
it was thought wise to avoid a 
ceremonial presentation, which 
the President’s participation would 
entail. 


GROWING WEAKER 


Along with the medal and ac- 
companying citation the President 
sent a warm, personal note to the 
man who for six years relieved 
him of .much of the burden of 
foreign policy direction. Dulles 
has been growing weaker daily in 
his battle against cancer and more 
recent pneumonia complication. 
The note was addressed to ‘‘Dear 
Foster.” It said:

piri ROMANTICISM REVISITED 
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Let’s See Beyond 
Our Collective Nose 


The Atlanta metropolitan area is en- 
tering the most critical period in its 
history. 


The five-county region will attain a 
population of a million people this year, 
almost a fourth of the state’s total. There 
is no indication when or where the ex- 
pansion will stop but there is every evi- 
dence that it will continue. 


At no time in the area’s history has 
it been more necessary to plan for and 
to coordinate orderly growth. Unless we 
look ahead and work together, problems 
loom which will become increasingly dif- 
ficult—if not impossible—to solve. 


The Metropolitan Planning Commis- 
sion pointed out recently that in 1900 the 
Atlanta urban area consisted of a single 
city inside a single county. Today this 
includes at least three counties in one 
continuous urban area covering eight 
cities and towns—an immense urban 
complex functioning physically, socially 
and economically as a single unit and 
governed under the autonomous pow- 
ers of some 33 independent jurisdictions. 


This “urban sprawl,” as it is now be- 
ing called, includes expanding land area, 
growing population, economic advance- 
ment, rising living standards and changing 
technology. The three-county urban 
complex is expected to triple in size and 
to overflow into other counties by 1980. 


~ What will this urban area look like 
in 1980? Will it be a region of new 
slums, of poorly planned residential de- 
velopments, of inadequate streets and 
urban services? Will there be schools, 
parks, libraries, hospitals and other ne- 
cessities of decent urban living? How will 
people spend their increased leisure time? 


This immense development means 
added responsibility. The planning group 
says the biggest item in this is “the re- 
sponsibility to see beyond the end of our 
collective nose.” No one can argue suc- 
cessfully against the truth of that state- 
ment. 

Robert C. Stuart, who is leaving after 
seven years with the planning commis- 
sion, warns that lack of attention now 
will cost millions in the future. Failure 
to plan streets and expressways alone 
will increase costs of rights-of-way by 
astronomical sums. 

Constant urban renewal programs 
must be accepted as a community re- 
sponsibility. Their cost will be cheap in 
relation to the over-all problem which 
would result from neglect and lack of 
foresight. 

The need for comprehensive planning 
for the future is an absolute necessity. 
Governments in the areas concerned, with 
the full cooperation of the state, must 
see beyond their “collective nose.” This 
vast sprawl of economic, political and 
technological power is a unit which can- 
not be ignored except at vast cost to 
us all.

Those big yellow signs proclaiming 
that Marvin Griffin and his Rural Roads 
Authority built various stretches of roads 
are coming down. 

Reason for their removal, according 
to State Highway Board Chairman Jim 
Gillis, is that they create a hazard. 

There will be little shedding of tears 
as far as the public is concerned at the 
departure of the Griffin signboards. Tax- 
payers have long since caught on to the 
fact that they and future taxpayers will 
be paying for those roads. And with- 
out even a single credit line to that 
effect in those Griffin self-advertisement 
markers. 

It might be well, however, for the 
state to salvage the top portion of the 
signs. It reads: “Drive safely . ...” 

The warning is quite appropriate in 
view of the rapid deterioration of rural 
roads as evidenced by their crumbled 
conditions and dangerous potholes. 

There was nothing in the signs as to 
who is responsible for maintenance. Just 
another oversight in the zeal for herald- 
ing the “builder.”

Philadelphia Resurrects

Harold Stassen has been nominated 
as GOP candidate for mayor of Phila- 
delphia and one finds oneself remem- 
bering the adage about cats having nine 
lives.

Last year 
he ran as an independent seeking the 
Pennsylvania gubernatorial nomination 
and was buried in a landslide.

Democratic incumbent Mayor 
Dilworth is expected to be re-elected by 
a very substantial majority.

Dr. Chalmers Has Cited 
Acute Deficiency Here 


Dr. Rives Chalmers, chairman of the 
Mental Health Committee of the Medi- 
cal Assn. of Georgia, yesterday directed 
some deserved criticism upon the entire 
Atlanta community for its lack of facil- 
ities for psychiatric patients. 


Atlanta is in the shameful position 
of being the largest city in the nation 
without a single bed in a general hos- 
pital for such patients. The 18 beds to 
be set up at Emory Hospital this sum- 
mer represent a welcome beginning but 
they will be far short of the need in this 
immediate area. 


The most flagrant example of wasted 
potential in this field is at Grady Hos- 
pital where a psychiatric unit remains 
inactivated. There should be concerted 
action at the local level to put the facil- 
ities into operation. 


The state, too, should cooperate in a 
movement to provide adequate mental 
health treatment in Atlanta. It would 
be an effective means of reducing the 
tremendous patient load at the Milledge- 
ville State Hospital. 


In connection with the latter institu- 
tion, it is encouraging to see the House 
of Delegates of the Medical Assn. of 
Georgia give its unanimous endorsement 
to the Schaefer committee’s recommen- 
dations. The association should continue 
its efforts toward bringing about im- 
provements at the state hospital. 


It also would be well for more mem- 
bers of the medical profession to make 
their voices heard on the lack of psychi- 
atric facilities in Atlanta, as Dr. Chalmers 
has done, and for the public to become 
concerned about the situation.

Atlanta’s rising traffic toll more than 
justifies the steps the city is taking to 
stem the tide. 


In fact, it would have been well for 
such measures to have been adopted a 
good while ago.

The entire com- 
munity has a stake in seeing to it that 
the squad is assigned to duty as quickly 
as possible. There is an immediate need 
for its services. |

‘Blind Persons Don’t Want Your Pity; 
They Want Chance To Prove Their Worth’ 


Atlanta — As chairman, White 
Cane Week Committee, Atlanta 
Chapter of the Federation of the 
Blind, I would like to request 
your cooperation in publicizing 
White Cane Week, May 15-21. 

As organized blind people and 
as leaders of and spokesmen for 
the blind, our goal is to ac- 
complish two things: To get the 
name of the Federation of the 
Blind before the public and to 
educate the sighted public to a 
realization and understanding of 
the fact that blind people are 
people—normal people, no bet- 
ter and no worse than members 
of any other group. We have lost 
the use of one sense but we have 
the same feelings, the same 
sensibilities, the same aspira- 
tions and, with proper training, 
just about the same abilities as 
those who have not lost the use 
of that one sense—and, surely, in 
the case of the later blind, the 
same abilities as before. 

We are not “different.” We 
have the same desires for eco- 
nomic independence. Our wish is 
to destroy almost universal mis- 
conceptions, to eradicate prej- 
udice, especially from the minds 
of employers. 

Only a fraction of the employ- 
able blind of this country are 
permitted to work, earn and to 
contribute to society as self-sup- 
porting, self-respecting citizens— 
largely because of the attitude of 
society. The great curse of blind- 
ness is NOT the physical disabili- 
ty or even the poverty that so 
often results, but it is enforced 
idleness and, for many of our 
people, almost complete social 
isolation. 

What we want, for those of us 
who are within the age of em- 
ployability and who have no 
additional inipairments; is a 
chance to work, to produce, to 
contribute. What we want for 
those of our people who are be- 
yond the age of employability or 
who suffer from additional im- 
pairments is a decent. amount of 
security and an acceptance as 
normal human beings. 

We are not at this time mak- 
ing public appeal for funds. We 
do, however, have certain long- 
range objectives which include 
recreational and social opportu- 
nities, job training and job place- 
ment for the blind. We are, of

WASHINGTON—This week’s White 
conference, which President Eisenhower called

gee Year beginning in June, has a large and urgent agenda. There 
are 2,357,500 unassimilated refugees who have sought the asylum of 
the free world. They have a claim upon our humanitarian instincts 
and it is in our interest to help in every practicable way. 


But I should like to raise a 
specific question which points up 
an unnecessary conflict within our 
own foreign policy and which we 
will need to see as unnecessary 
if we are to resolve it. 


We provide considerable eco- 

nomic aid to Yugoslavia on the 
ground that Tito has achieved in- 
dependence of Soviet domination 
and that it is in the interest of the 
West to help him maintain his 
country’s independence. 
: We shrink from giving ade; 
quate help to resettle the Yugo- 
slay escapees, who are continu- 
ing to flee their country, and hes- 
itate to recognize frankly that 
they are genuine refugees — not 
just happy-go-lucky migrants. 

I submit that there is no con- 
flict in reality between a policy of 
economic aid to Yugoslavia and a 
willingness to relieve the plight 
of the Yugoslav refugees. There 
is only an appearance of conflict 
and this conflict comes from lack 
of candor in expounding ~ our 
policy. 

There is no need to pretend 
that Marshal Tito’s Yugoslavia is 
anything other than an oppres- 
sive Communist dictatorship. We 
don’t need to justify aid to Yuge- 
Slavia on any pretense that the 
Yugoslavs are a free people.

His 
bullet-torn body was found nine 
days later in Pearl River near 
Bogalusa, La. 


The victim picked Parker from 
a 25-man lineup and said later she 
was positive he was her attacker.

The sheriff said grand juries 
as far back as the War Between 
the States have been complaining 
about the lack of space. Of course, 
the sheriff explained, that was the 
old jail, but. the newer version, 
now standing since about 1900, 
was built to house the same num- 
ber of inmates as was its prede- 
cessor — 16. And it has held 67. 


“Tt was built to house that 
many when the county had a 
population of 4,466 back in 1860. 
The county’s estimated popula- 
tion now is 45,000. From 1874 to 
1931 there were 3,137 people jailed. 
We had 3,145 cases from January 
to November of 1957,"" Dickson 
said. 

Dickson said that every grand 
jury since his election in 1939 has 
recommended building a new jail. 
In 1958 the jail was condemned 
by both the state fire marshal’s 
office and the Georgia Depart-

ment of Public Health, Dickson 
said. | 

It’s embarassing for a sheriff 
to have to lock up someone in 
that jail,” Dickson said. ‘The 
jail is the only picture of the law 
that many people see and this 
causes the law to be degraded 
in their eyes,””’ he said. 


Among the allies\of the sheriff 
is the Clayton County Council of 
Churches. Mrs. Guy Chunn, pres- 
ident, said a lot of the people 
feel strongly about the movement 
for a new jail. “We can’t mix in 
politics as a church group. That’s 
not our policy,”” Mrs. Chunn said. 


“Our interest is in letting peo- 
ple know from a Christian stand- 
point that it (the jailhouge) is not 
fit for human habitation,” Mrs. 
Chunn said, 


“I feel that a fire has to be 
built under the people of Clayton 
County to get them to go see that 
jail, and they would vote a bond 
issue for a new one,” she said. ‘I 
think the people should have an 
idea how much it would cost and 
(They 
won't buy a pig in a poke.) 

Sheriff Dickson said that often | 


Negro adults, white adults, and 
juveniles had to be locked in the 
same cell. He said the jail at 
one time had as many as 67 in- 
mates. 


The sheriff pointed out the 
meager toilet facilities and the 
single bathtub. He said that there 
is no provision for cooking—that 
food was brought from the work 
camp two miles distant. 


Limited ktichen conditions for 
cleaning eating utensils caused 
the health department in 1958 to 
declare the jail unsanitary. The 
same report declared toilet fa- 
cilities inadequate ‘‘making it . 
at times impossible to maintain 
proper sanitation.” 


Windows are out and can’t be 
replaced, said the sheriff. The 
wooden window frames are de- 
cayed beyond repair, he ex- 
plained. 


“Last winter, we had to cover 
the outside with plastic screens 
so we could heat the place,’ he 
said. 

Two bond issues which would 
have built a new jail were killed 
by public vote.

Psychiatrist Raps 


Hospital Authority 


Grady Hospital’s failure to set 
up facilities for the mentally ill 
was denounced Wednesday by Dr. 

Rives Chalmers, 
a member of the 
Medical Associa- 
tion of Georgia's 
committee which 
investigated 
Milledgeville. 
Speaking at a 
luncheon of the 
Atlanta Voters 
Guild, the Atlan- 
ta psychiatrist 
i said the public 
Dt, Rives Chaimershas ‘‘allowed to 
develop a system in which po- 
litical heads run the hospitals . 
not people trained in medicine 
and psychiatry.” 


He added that the fault had 
been corrected at Milledgeville 
since that institution has been 
placed under the State Public 
Health Department. 


Dr. Chalmers said the Fulton- 
DeKalb Hospital Authority, which 
controls Grady, has ‘‘evaded the 
issue and tried to pass the buck.” 


HAS FACILITIES 


Grady’s eighth floor has facil- 
ities for a 75-bed mental clinic, 
but the ‘ward has not been ac- 
tivated because ‘‘the authority 
Says we will have to raise taxes 
to do it,” Chalmers said. 


“Immediate treatment can be 
obtained for cancer, tuberculosis, 
heart disease and a broken leg, 
but there is not a single bed for 
mental patients,” he said. 


As long as we emphasize the 
money aspect, we will continue 
to miss the boat. One out of every 
10 people will need psychiatric 
treatment in their lifetimes. Are 
we going ‘to deprive the mentally 
ill of the same services we pro- 
vide for other sick persons?” 


23 PSYCHIATRISTS 


Chalmers said only 25 psychia- 
trists are practicing in the At- 
lanta area where there should be 
at least 75. Only three nearby 
private hospitals can handle men- 
tal patients, and their cost is ap- 
proximately $40 per day. 


“Mental illness, like other dis- 
eases, can be cured easier if 
caught early in its development,” 
Dr. Chalmers said. 


“Treatment in the local com- 
munity would curtail the need 
for hospitalization of hundreds in 
om. overcrowded state institu- 

ons.”” 


He said that inthe past 10 
years, millions of dollars have 
been spent for hospital facilities, 
but nothing for mental health clin- 
ics. 


GENERAL HOSPITALS 


“We need beds in general hos- 
pitals where a person can get per- 
sonal understanding and support 
and, if necessary, control of his 
disturbed behavior close to his 
home environment and without the 
threat of being placed in jail 
or being shipped to an out of 
town state hospital.” 


An “informed public opinion” 
is necessary to make the needed 
advancements, Chalmers said. 


“The public must approach 
medical schools, business and pro- 
fessional leaders, and the govern- 
ment to demand these services 
and to make those demands felt.” 


.- A lack of trained personnel was 
another problem hit by Chalmers. 


“The core of any treatment is 
in the quality and training of 
professional people available to 
the sick persons in times of need,” 
he said. 


“The Emory School of Medi- 
cine is operating its psychiatric 
department on minimum funds. 
Tt is not their fault. The blame 
must go to the public for not 
making the gecequary demands.”

Use low to moderate heat in 
cooking eggs. Too high heat or 
overcooking toughens the tex- 
ture. When making custards, 
sauces or other mixtures that 
call for combining liquid with 
egg, avoid curdling by adding 
the hot liquid gradually to the 
beaten egg, never the egg to the 
hot liquid. Beaten egg whites 
hold their foam better if a little 
lemon juice or cream of tartar 
is added before beating. To 
combine beaten egg whites with 
other mixtures, fold, don’t stir, 
using a light under-and-over mo- 
tion. For omelets and soufiles 
fold the heavy mixture into the 
beaten egg white, not the whites 
into the other mixture. Don't 
overmix or you will lose some 
of the air you have beaten into 
the egg whites. 

EGG CASSEROLE 

While eggs are so cheap, why 
con’t we try this easy egg cas- 
serole? It’s really protein rich 
—with eggs, cheese and meat. 
You can use cooked ham, lunch- 
eon meats, canned meats or 
cooked fish for the meat. Here's 
all you do: Combine 4 beaten 
eggs. *4 cup milk, 2 cups diced 
meat, 1 cup grated cheese, ‘2 
isp. salt and ‘s tsp. pepper. 
Pour into greased baking dish 
or individual casseroles. Set 
casserole in pan of water and 
bake at 350 degrees for 30 min-

Paleness May Be 
Anemia Symptom 


There is a certain kind of pallor 
in the skin and in the mucous 
membranes of the mouth that is 
characteristically significant of 
‘real anemia. Anemia indicates a 
condition in which there is a dimi- 
nution below normal in the num- 
ber of red corpuscles. 


But paleness of the face can be 
very deceiving. It does not al- 
ways mean anemia. The same 
person with the same number 
of red corpuscles can look pale

Where two or more plans of 
attack may be available, de- 
clarer should not irretrievably 
commit himself to a particular 
one, excluding all others. Some- 
times declarer may bide his time 
as he can in today’s hand. 


The four heart contract was 
reached on normal bidding and 
West led the jack of diamonds. 
South won with the king and his 
best play was to lead toward 
dummy’s club suit and place the 
burden of development upon his 
adversaries. If the opponent 
leads a trump, declarer gets a 
free finesse. With normal dis- 
tribution he establishes the clubs 
and draws trumps, probably giv- 
ing up a club and not much of 
anything else. 


If a trump is not returned, de- 
clarer may play the hand at a 
cross-ruff. East actually took the 
ace and returned the queen of 
diamonds which was won in dum- 
my with the ace. An attempt was 
made to cash the king of clubs, 
but East ruffed and South over- 
ruffed. He now played the 
ace of spades, discarding a 
diamond, and ruffed a spade in 
dummy. A club was next ruffed 
by declarer with the nine of 
hearts as East discarded a 
spade. Declarer ruffed a spade 
with dummy’s eight of hearts, 
dropping East’s queen and re 
turned to his hand by ruffing an- 
other club with the queen of 
hearts. This time East let go 
his last diamond. 


Declarer played a diamond and 
took the precaution to ruff with 
the king of hearts forcing East 
to underruff. South scored the 
game going trick with the ace of 
hearts. 


Observe that if declarer, ob- 
sessed with greed tries to score 
an overtrick by ruffing the third 
round of diamonds with the ten 
of hearts, he will lose the hand.

(EST), the Yankees 
fell into the American League basement. They didn’t exactly fall, 
and it would be more appropriate to say that the Detroit Tigers 
rammed them into the cellar via a 13-6 wallop. 


It seemed fitting that Frank Lary should be the man ta Gpen the 
cellar door. The Detroit right-hander, below .500 against six A. L. 
clubs during his career, has an 18-5 chart against the Yankees. 
Eddie Yost, a Washington castoff, bombed two homers, including a 
grand-slam, singled; walked twice and drove in six runs in Wednes- 
day’s rout. So he’s the feller who shoved the Yankees into the dun- 
geon . . . The first time in 19 years that they have been on the 
bottom at this stage of the race. 


—A New Point of View for the Yanks 


After Detroit scored its second touchdown and added the extra 
point, the Yankees acted somewhat like the Yankees. In a fighting, 
but futile effort, they scored four runs in the ninth. It seemed like 
old times with Mickey Mantle and Yogi Berra hitting hack-to-back 
home runs, the second of the day for Yogi. But Detroit had scored 
too much, #00 soon. | 


It also seemed fitting that the Yankees should be playing De- 
troit. After all the experts had proclaimed loud and long in Florida 
last spring that Detroit would be the ¢lub nearest the Yankees in 
the American League standings.

Little Orphan Annie grow- 
ing up, or General Motors going broke wouldn’t provide a greater 
shock. And, for once, no one can say: “I told you so.”’ 


I recently suggested that the Yankees -vere tense; that they 
needed Billy Martin and more parties at the Copa. In an attempt 
to aid the Yankees I wrote a letter to George Weiss, general man- 
ager of the greatest baseball show on earth. Well, at least in New 
York.
